INTEGRATION OF MAURITIUS, SOUTHWEST INDIAN OCEAN ISLANDS ADVOCATED

[Article: “Por 4 Regional Affiliation between Mauritius and the Island of the 
Southwest Indian Ocean. A Thesis by Pierre Yi Shing Yuen") 


[Text] The idea of a regional affiliation between Mauritius, 
the Comoro Islands, Madagascar, Reunion and the Seychelles or 
of a large federation of the Mascarene Islands, or even of a 
common market for the countries in the southwest Indian Ocean 
is raised from time to time, here and there, in the inter- 
national press and in the national prees of the countries in 
question. However, this proposal has ‘ever been seriously 

or scientifically studied. This gap has now been filled by 
our compatriot's, Pierre Yin Shing Ywen's, thesis (at the 
third level of doctoral studies), which was given a “very 
good” notation. Besides this doctorate, Yin Shing Yuen also 
holds undergraduate degrees in Sociology and Political Science 
from the University of Lyon. Yin Shing Yuen's thesis, “For 

@ Regional Affiliation between Mauritius and Other Islands 

in the Southwest Indian Ocean (The Comoro Islands, Madagascar, 
Reunion, and the Seychelles)”, an in-depth study of definite 
importance, has drawn the attention of the executives of 
Yarthala Editions in Parie, who are interested in publishing 
it in modified fors. 


The total population of Mauritius, the Camoro Islands, Madagascar, Reunion and the 
Seycheiles is about 10 million. The five countries have similar economies, dominated 
by agriculture and services, with industry being relatively unimportant, and 4 
relatively low standard of living. But there are differences in the economic struc- 
tures of these countries. Pierre Yin Shing Yuen notes that Mauritius is the only 
country that has 4 somewhat developed industrial base to go with ite free zone, 
although it is true that it is almost completely oriented towards exports. It is 
the political and social differences between these countries that are more striking. 


The differences between these countries lead one to doubt that there is any solidarity 
between them although they do, however, have 4 certain common historic and cultural 
base but are not being brought any closer by their weak economic and commercial ties. 
However, according to Pierre Yin Shing Yuen, these countries are beginning to realize 
the necessity of greater unity due to the geopolitical situation in which they find 
themselves. Although not 411 the leaders of the five countries are for an affilia- 
tion with all of the others, there is nevertheless in each of the countries 4 trend 





in thie direction which is politically mere or bese well organized, "Thies trend, 
which corresponds to a real desire for national independence and economic and social 
development, is reinforced by the nature of these countries as islands, Only an 
affiliation would give them any weight on che international political gameboard, 
Therefore, it is the insularity of these countries and the present geopolitical 
situation, guch more than historical and cultural linke of commercial and economic 
relations, which tend to encourage thie and which are causing these differing 
hations to band together,” 


The Theoretical Framework of Such an Undertaking 


According to Pierre Yin Shing Yuen, the theories likely to interest the type of 
regional affiliation proposed are those dealing with regional affiliation between 
developing countries, “Such countries cannot be assimilated by developed countries, 
capitalist of secialist, since, in our view, underdevelopment corresponds to a4 
stage where the dominant economic logic, of what will become that, has not yet been 
able to epread.” 


Pierre Yin Shing Yuen then proceeds to analyze three types of approach to the problem 
of regional affiliation: a) the neoclassic approach, which is based on the theory 

of custome unions; b) the institutional approach, which tries to determine the 
optimal degree of decentralization in order to implement economic policies; c) the 
structuralist approach which hinges on the question of polarization, 


For the thesis's author, the neoclassic approach is of no practical utility “not 

only because of ite deficiencies (largely dwe to the failure to take the historic and 
sorial dimensions inte account), but aleo because of the type of regional affiliation 
envisaged, which does not favor an affiliation based on free exchange but based such 
more on the establishment of an integrated autonomous econamic sone.” 


However, the author finds the two other approaches analyzed sore interesting because 
of the probleme they raise. The firet stresses the optimal degree of centralization 
for utilizing integrating measures and the second emphasizes polarization and 
polarized coproductions. 


If a regionalized system can be based neither on the market nor on polarization then 
it must be based on a voluntary, conscious action. Yin Shing Yuen emphasizes the 
evidence of the fart that the political will behind such an action can take shape 
only if it comes directly from the historical and social context upon which the 
operating conditions of the affiliation aleo depend. 


There follows 4 detailed analysis of the internal conditions on Mauritius, the 
Comoro telandse, Madagascar. Reunion and the Seychelles which leads the author to 
state that, in order for these five countries to have a durable, harmonious develop- 
ment, they must turn to their autonomy rather than the center upon which they rely 
too guch at present. 


Internal Development 


Pierre Yin Shing Yuen defines autonomous, regional affiliation as the external aspect 
of a strategy for internal development. “We are among those who think,” he says, 
“that thie type of affiliation could begin right now, despite the existence of 
differing socio-political regimes. Moreover, this autonomous regional affiliation 

is not only possible but necessary in the present political and social context.” 
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This possibility comes first from the fact that the authorities in each of these 
countries have enough decisionmaking autonomy to undertake such a regional affiliation, 
(fiven in the case of Reunion, the lack of an autenamous state should not pose a 
problem, There does not seem to be anything that could prevent the French Government, 
if it wanted to or if it were obliged to, from permitting Reunion to take part in 

4 regional affiliation with tte neighbors.) In fact, these countries’ internal 
situation, consisting of almost insoluble unemployment; the discontent that this 

has caused, and te silitary situation in the Indian Ocean make this affiliation a 
social and political necessity, 


it can thus be stated, affirms Pierre Yin Shing Yuen, that a regional affiliation 

would be welcomed by these five countries to the extent that it creates jobs. And 
it must not be forgotten that the leaders of each of these countries have made the 
fight against unemployment their number one ob j++ ive. 


An affiliation should, therefore, be able to guarantee each member country an equitable 
number of jiobe. 


"If internal and external political and social conditions between the five countries 
can be aligned so that autonomous regional affiliation can begin,” writes Pierre 

Yin Shin Yuen, “the affiliations’ operating conditions must not be incompatible 

with the regimes in power. It is evident,” he point out, “that no government would 
allow a process to develop which would threaten its social base, or even its very 
existence, for example by interfering with the privileges of the socially dominant 
classes, upon whom the government relies. A coproduction strategy would seem to us 
to constitute the operational base which would enable a foundation for the autonomous 
regional affiliation of the five countries to be established.” And Pierre Yin Shing 
Yuen goes on to highlight a strategy which would circumvent political differences, 
but at the same time guarantee the autonomy of the regional affiliation. “Such a 
strategy would also ensure a balanced complementarity within the regional group 

by dividing economic activity and jobs equitably.” 

"This strategy, by setting up coproduction after coproduction,” explains Yin Shing 
Yuen, “will result in the establishment of a relatively vast and dense network whose 
proper operation will be ensured by planning based on a dia! ctic which takes into 
account the central regional plan and the individual plans different coproductions., 
As the regional affiliation develops, it will give this planing a dynamic which will, 
at the same time, gradually insert it (i.e., regional affiliation) in an almost 
irreversible process. Thus, the regional affiliation will be strengthened while 
bringing harmonious development to the regional group which will remain autonomous.” 
'n addition, according to Yin Shing Yuen, it could contribute to social change 

within the five countries by encouraging, if you will, the planning's dynamics. 





Regional integration would additionally imply joint action regarding the militarization 
of the Indian Ocean and culturally, the establishment of a real Indian Ocean culture.

UNTTA DEFEAT, DISSATISFACTION IN RANKS ALLEGED

[Text|] Luanda 24 Peb--Angolan ermed forees recently recovered the village of Vila 
Nova in the province of Kuando=-Kubango, licated at about 300 kms from the Namibian 
border, which had been occupied by South African troops since 26 January during 
South Africa's most recent aggression against the People's Republic of Angola. 


The head of the FAPLA transit unit in Kuando-Kubango, ist Lt Pete de Castro dis- 
closed that during the fight which preceded the re-occupation of Vila Nova by 
Angolan troops, members of the force were able to ascertain the presence of merce- 
naries among the South African soldiers. According to thie officer, these merce- 
naries “are probably Portuguese,” because, he stated, “they were speaking fluent 
Pottuguese.” 


Another PAPLA officer, Cpt Joao de Matos, epoke about the activities of UNITA, whose 
task, he said, consists only in complenenting the sercenary troops in Botha's pay. 
in other words, he said, the terrain is all prepared and handed to then. 


Besides the war, the population of Kuando-Kubango is aleo facing another tragedy: 
entire villages are forced inte the bush by the counter-revolutionary UNITA group 
which operates out of Namibia, according to the ANOGOP |ANGOLAN PRESS AGENCY), 


Meanwhile, thousands of people are arriving daily in various @unicipalities of 
Kuando-Kubango; they have spent months and ewen years in the bush, fooled by 
Savinbi's promises. A ‘ormer UNITA sergeant, Gabriel Mateus, explained that 
“Savinbi used to say that we would enter Luanda a1] these past years, he aiso said 
that the war wae nearly over.” But, Matews continued, these promises never mate- 
rialieed, there ic general dissatisfaction, and gase defections are common; there 
is panic among the UNITA “leaders.” 


Leoverament officialec in the prowince of Kuando-Kubango are trying te have the 
“returnees” reintegrated into society. Most of them are presenting signe of mai- 
nutrition and are carriers of warious types of diseases. 











CONTROL OVER DLAMOND SECTOR=-Luanda, 4 Mar--The new national diamond company 
PNDIAMA which represents the Angolan state in the Angola Diamond Company 
(DLAMANG), holde the righte of prospection, research, exploitation and marketing 
of diamonds over the entire Angolan territory. These rights are included in a 
contfact signed yesterday (Tuesday) in Luanda between the ENDIAMA and foreign 
stockholders of the DIAMANC. According to the terme of the contract, the Angolan 
state holde 1,335,794 shares, or 77.2) percent of the DIAMANG's capital. Poreign 
stockholders own 394,206 shares, or 22.79 percent of the company's capital. 

Among the foreign stockholders with which the ENDIAMA~--established in January of 
thie year--signed the present contract are the Societe Generalie [as published) 
de Belgique, the Societe des Banques Suisses and the Swise Bank Corporation. 

The duration of the contract, according to which foreign stockholders are bound to 
respect the independence and sovereignty of the People's Republic of Angola is 
dependent on the time necessary to exhaust the reserves of the diamond deposits.

RECONSTRUCTION EXPECTED TO TAKE CONSIDERABLE TIME

[Text] N'Djamena, 18 Feb=--The guards on the east bank, the Chadian side of the 
Chari River, are unusually polite. They are not interested in the many thousands 
of black passengers who are coming from Cameroon, crossing the river in canoes 
and they leave them alone. The individual white person, however, is greeted with 
an extended hand and a friendly “Good day, Sir” before he knows it and after barely 
stepping on Chadian soil. During the last 2 of 3 weeks everything has become such 
more normal and guch more civilized. The soldier escorts the white person ascend- 
ing the embankment, passing the war ruine of 4 warehouse or a factory on the left 
and 4 building sarked by bullet holes on the right until they reach a slightly 
older, dignified gentleman whose skin is the color of strong tea, on his head is a 
white turban and he wears 4 white boubou--a garment resembling a choir robe. He 
is sitting on 4 chair and he also is extending his hand for 4 greeting. 


He wante to see the paseport and he is asking for the viea. Some have one and 
others, like thie white @an, do not. tLe it really important whether you have a4 
viea of not? Because you may be sent back with or without 4 visa--or saybe not. 
it really is mot quite clear. The Englishman had 4 viea but he was informed that 
they did not=<<yet--want any tourists in Chad and he had to take the next canoe 
back to Cameroon. The German did not have 4 viea. Well, what was he thinking 
anyway and why’? "Very simple, sir: Because the relations between Chad and Germany 
are so good, Germans do not need an entry visa to visit the Republic of Chad.” 
Well, if that is the way things are, the white aan is reading the thoughts of the 
gentleman in white....The passport is returned, it is not even stamped, after ail, 
the relations are so good; he signals with his thumb, there is another handshake 
and a friendly salute, and the white gan is shown to 4 waiting taxi. Entry 
approved. 


Of late, conditions in N'Djamena have been described so often that it does not 
have to be repeated: Pockmarked facades hit by gunshots, burned-out tank trucks, 
houses shot to pieces, corrugated-iron roofs that have so many holes that they 
look like coffee sieves, the bleached flag in front of the deserted FRG embassy. 
Whatever elee was true 2 or 3 weeks ago is no longer so. No more Libyans are in 
the city. To be sure, occasionally one can see one of Qadhdhafi's soldiers, but 








he is Hot wearing 4 gun for 4 helmet of cap on hie head: Apparentiy he is on 

leave, The Libyan troops retreated te the airport werth of the city, Mige are 
supposed to be there and Antonove and Mirages and “many tanks.” Wow many? “Many, 
bir.” Ten, 30, 200? “A great many, sir,” is the anewer, giving little information, 
What kind of tanks? Weavy tanks? How did they get to N'Djamena, they could not 
have crossed the entire Sahara’ Or could they’? Perhaps they were fiown in? They 
must have been some kind of planes to be able to carry heavy tanks such 4 great 
distance. Does Libya have planes like that? It is better not to investigate on 
location, 


The streets are again lined with stands. You can buy the same things you can find 
on other African markets: vegetables, candy-colored plastic bowls, canned tomato 
paste, combs, handmirrore from China, matches from Cameroon, sugar cubes, miracie 
drugs against diseases, even airmail envelopes, everyday and wondrous items. Life 
is again returning to normal in the Chadian capital. Two men are standing on 4 
ladder way up high on a telephone pole; they just installed a telephone receiver; 
apparently there are attempts at restoring the connection to the outside world, 
Water mains are not yet functioning, but electricity has been restored in one part 
of the city. Red-yellow-blue Chadian state tank care are again transporting 
generator diesel fuel from Nigeria. 


The outer structure of the National Museum is closed and partially destroyed. 
Grenades=--through a hole as tall as a man, four unexploded shells can be seen 
protruding from the ground--and looters destroyed and stole its contents. What- 
ever surfaces during the next few years on the international black art market, at 
least it has not been destroyed: terra-cotta figures close to 1,500 years old, 
medieval coats of mail worn by desert riders, household items from several 
centuries which had given a good reputation to the guseum. Chad, especially the 
northern part, has a rich history which goes back as far as the seventh century. 
Even today the Sao empires are still well-remembered historical events as are the 
invasions by the Tuareg, the Bornu empire and the Kanuri. History did not just 
begin with France and the colonization. 


Reconstruction Will Take a Long Time 


In recent weeks and months Chad's tie to France has been relaxed so guch that it 

is questionable whether the French will ever be able to set foot again in N'Djamena. 
The French were “imperialists,” and they had tried “to keep from the Chadian people 
the right to self-determination and their own identity,” Ahmat Acyl, Chad's foreign 
minister, told the PRANKFURTER ALLGEMEINE ZEITUNG. But for whom is Acyl speaking? 
He is supported by Libya. North and South Chadians are not “one people,” and even 
the North Chadians by themselves can only be called a “population.” The only 

thing all Chadians have in common is their diversity. For the time being, France 
pulled out only from the north and is staying in the south, the “useful Chad.” "On 
the outside,” however, are also the Americans, the Britons, and the Germanse--they 
all closed their embassies when the street battles were headed toward a climax. The 
German embassy was officially closed with the understanding that “diplomatic 
relations would be maintained.” 


Nevertheless, 6 weeks have gone by since the fighting ended, and what is keeping 
the Federal Government from sending at least one diplomat for at least a few hours 











across the Chari to N'Djamena to inepect the embassy, perhaps to replace the 
worn-out flag afd at least to make af appearance’ At any fate, Goukounl Veddeye 
indisputably ie the lawful head of state and his government, whether Hissein 
Habre is still the minister for defense of Hot, is the legitimate=~although eeetiy 
fictitioue=-gevernment of the country, Furthermore, recognition by the FRO would 
hot necessarily be an endorsement of 4 government but of 4 state=-and the Republic 
of Chad continues to exist a8 4 state, Sinee the lives of diplomats are no longer 
endangered but only inconvenienced because of the lack of electricity and running 
water, nothing should stand in the way of reopening the embassy. The emb resy 
would be there and in operation before State Ninieter of Foreign Affaire Acyl 
officially imetalle hie Baet German friends. Allegedly they are already there ae 
“advisers,” 


The reconstruction of the modern N'Djamena will take a long time. Whatever the 
two telephone workers are doing up there on top of the pole is only the beginning 
of 4 modest start. Houses must be repaired, totally torn down, newly constructed; 
factories, banks, businesses need a dependable environment to rebuild and provide 
jobs; the administration has to depend on the return of educated South Chadian 
personnel. Electric power lines and transformers must be replaced with new ones, 
water mine will have to be dug up, repaired, replaced and laid anew. Mail and 
telephone service must again be available. And then it will have to be discussed 
who is responsible and restitution will have to be made to those who lost their 
property either because it was destroyed during the fighting or it was taken later 
by looters. Many Europeans will not return unless they are compensated. in 
contrast to the traditional sector of Chad, the godern sector depended on these 
Europeans. Glancing at the canoe and then at N'Djamena’s silhouette and ite ruins, 
the conclusion is inevitable that it will probably take 4 long time. The words of 
the French ambassador are not to be forgotten; as early ae 1962 he said: “Chad~<it 
ie a land of the future and it will alwaye remain a land of the future.”

HARBOR PILOTS TRAINED TO TAKE OVER FROM FRENCH, BCYPTIANS

[Text] Fourteen Diiboutian students, as we announced last week, have begun taking 
courses designed to make them into harbor pilote. Only eight, theoretically, will 
finally be accepted to take over in 2 and 1/2 years from the French and Egyptians 
who currently handle this service. 


Why is such a rigorous selection planned for? Precisely because these men will have 
to assume 4 very heavy responsibility and guest be selected on the basis of strict 
criteria which often come up in the course of training. Let use point out, for the 
record, that European harbor pilots are generally recruited among the lieutenants 

or captains who have been on active duty for a long time; that is, above all they 
must be accomplished sailors. 


"My prime objective is firet of all to make accomplished seamen out of these young 
men who want to become harbor pilots.” As a matter of fact, this is the “philosophy” 
of Albert Mauger, former officer in the French Navy, who has set up 4 regular school 
for thie training. Let us make it clear, in passing, that the Buropean Community, 
which is financing this training, has not done things by halves in entrusting it to 
former “Captain Mauger.” For he has not only the necessary training (officer of 

the Petty Officers School of the French Navy, engineer of the Naval Academy, qualified 
teacher of general safety), but aleo experience which speaks volumes: three opera- 
tional commands of a surface vessel, command of the Malagasy Navy (which he reorganized), 
second command of 4 training center for 1,500 persons, 4 years on the famous training 
ship “Jeanne-D'Arc”, director of the Fleet Armorere Schoo!l...and above all, at least 
where we are concerned, Navy Chief of Staff in Djibouti from 1975 to 1977, with 
responsibility for logistic support of the French aaritime forces in the Indian Ocean. 
No need to say more.... 


All the Basic Maritime Subjects 


While the “philosophy” of this training is to make “seamen” out of these young men, 
and the European Development Fund (EDF) has taken care of restoring the tugboat 
“Administrator Bernard” which will serve them as 4 training ship, and while numerous 
hours at sea are planned for them, still one must not forget the importance of the 
theoretical training which has to serve as the starting point for all practical 
instruction. Consequently, the training will include all the basic maritime subjects: 
theory of maneuver, navigation, meteorology, signals, technique of the engines, 
construction, safety, Pnglish, maritime law, oceanography, hydrography...in all, a 
program of nearly 1,000 hours of courses per year. 
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Little by little, practice will be introduced into the instruction in order to permit 
them to become completely familiar with navigating conditions in the Djibouti harbor, 
for the harbor pilots, Mauger pointed out to us, will have to be “people who know the 
epote to perfection: oe current, ne shoal, no buoy, no wind (especially during the 
time of the khamein, which makes boarding very perilous) can have any secrets for 
them. The channel entrance to the port of Djibouti is relatively narrow, and the 
pilots must know by heart the underwater topography of ite approaches," 


The Fate of the Big Ships 


One understands better why, for a complement of eight pilote, 14 pupils have been 
recruited by competition (six are already government employees, the others hold 

EDF eavrante). Pven with the beet intentions in the world, it is not certain that all 
will be able to complete thie difficult instruction, which also includes assimilation 
of the characteristic features of the big ships. No tolerance or favoritiem can be 
allowed, nor, on the day of the final examination, can influence be exercised on the 
verdict of the jury which, in delivering the diploma, will entrust to these pilots 
the fate of the enormous ships arriving at the port of Djibouti. The maritime 
companies, who will be represented on this jury, would not allow the fabulous sums 
represented by their vessels and their cargoes to be left inthe hands of pflote 

who are not fully trained. 


Very Heavy Financing 


By financing this training the European Community, which is thus logically pursuing 
its efforts to foster the development of the port of Djibouti (with the prospect 

of the containers terminal of which we have already spoken), is providing a very 
large outlay (60 million Djibouti francs), one might even say a “double effort.” 

As a matter of fact, it would have been possible to train these future pilots in 
European schools, which would have cost about half as much. But the choice was 

made for “on the spot” training, which seemed more likely to meet the specific 

needs of the port of Djibouti. (Training periods in foreign ports are, nevertheless, 
anticipated.) The pupils’ lack of marine experience will thus be compensated for 

by direct contact with their future “field” of activity. Furthermore, they are thus 
being spared an uprooting whose moral and professional consequences are always unpre- 
dictable...to say nothing of the ever possible “brain drain” which is one of the 
main causes for the slow development of Third World countries. 


in conclusion, we have to wish these future pilots of the part of Djibouti (and 

even those who will not stay until the end but will still be able to use the knowledge 
acquired in serving the port activity) 2 and 1/2 years of fruitful studies and, as 
they say in the navy, “a fair wind!” 
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INCREASED TRADE WITH USSR PROPOSED=-Vi.nin the framework of hie viette to Gabonese 
authorities, the USSR ambassador to Gabon, Guennadyi Uranov, met on Monday with 
the president of the Chamber of Commerce, Pierre Mebaley. Trade cooperation was 
the subject of the conversation that took place.

POLICE PROVIDE COUNTERINSURGENCY TRAINING TO LOCAL LNHABITANTS 
Johannesburg DIE TRANSVALER in Afrikaanse 3} Feb 61 p 4 


{Text} The South African Police training program for the local inhabitants of 
Southwest Africa known as “The Lever” has already had an excellent record of 
successes in the operational area, 


Last week newepapermen from 411 over South Africa were given the chance to observe 
the activities of the police on the bordere of Southwest Africa. 


Brigadier Bert Wandrag, who is second in command of the counterinsurgency unite of 
the police in South Africa, was in command of the touring group. He told DIE 
TRANSVALER that great success has been obtained with the deployment of local 
inhabitants in Southwest Africa. 


Despite SWAPO's increased activities the security forces continue to attain 
successes. 


Local members were teamed up for the firet time in 1978 when 4 training camp was 
set up in Ovambo. The original attitude of the inhabitants was rather skeptical 
and the police were having trouble recruiting sembere. 


As the training and ite advantages became known among the people, they came on their 
own to receive the training. Some of the chiefs brought their own sons to the 
training camp to receive the training. 


The success of thie first camp prompted Judge Theunie Steyn, the former administator 
general of Southwest Africa, to authorize the establishment of more training camps. 


There were tremendous problems accompanying the setting up of these camps. in some 
areas there were no roads and no factories which could provide materials; the 
result was that everything had to be brought over by freight trucks from South 
Africa. 


Some of the drivers who transported the gaterials to the region were sometiges on 
the road for as long a6 | to 2 aonthe. 


The problems encountered in subjecting the local inhabitants to discipline and 
@ilitary rules and regulations were countless. They did not know what it was to 
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take 4 bath and to maintain personal hygiene, They could net sieep in beds and had 
to be taught to walk with shoes on their feet, 


The training camps were set up with the aim of developing 4 training capability for 

the local inhabitente after they themselves were trained. They would then help with 
the standard police duties such ae the aaintenance of law and order and the defense 

of corrals and tribal chiefs, 


Brigadier Wandrag said that UN Resolution 435 provides that South African policemen 
@ust withdraw from the area after Southwest Africa becomes independent. 


"The biggest objective of the training campe is to teach the people to take care 
of their own police work after independence,” stated Wandrag. 


The duties of the local constables also include counterineurgency in view of the 
fact that the police regard terrories a6 4 crime which gust be combated a6 such, 


The police refused to divulge how gany constables have been trained in the five 
training camps in Ovambo, Hereroland, Caprivi and Kackoland. 


in collaboration with the army the police have already achieved great successes. 


One of the instructors stated: “The local inhabitants have lately been getting to 
be pretty good in the field. They are euch gore attentive. Most of them grew up 
in the region, they know the people there and actually know if there is 4 stranger 
amone thee.” 


Many of the locsi people who come up for training are boye who are no older than 12. 
They do not have anything like birth certificates and when they come to the camps 

they claia to be 16. One of the officers in command of 4 camp told us: "Of course 
we do not beliewe these boye, but we train thee anyway and we keep them busy at the 


cam.”

TERRORISM: LIFE IN LAND@MINE INFESTED AREAS 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaanse 26 Jan 61 p 11 


[Text] Windhoek--in Ovambo not everybody feele the same about terrorist land mines. 
For some people it has become 4 status symbol to be blown up by a land mine; for 
others it simply meane death or gutilation. A young soldier in the operational 
area looke out for hie firet landmine incident. 


On the other hand, the local population lives in fear and trembling for “death on 
the road.” Ewery time one of the inhabitants gets into hie vehicle he knows that 
at any moment he can be blasted to bite. At least 126 black civilians died a 
gruesome death in land-mine explosions and at least 173 were wounded, some of them 
terribly @utilated. 


During the past 2 weeks at least 9 civilians have been killed and 23 wounded in 

) land-mine explosions in Ovambo. The soldier in Ovambo rides in the world's best 
and most sophisticated land-mine resisting vehicles and seldom gets anything more 
than an earache if his vehicle triggere 4 gine, while civilian care and vane are 
turned into 4 heap of ecrap metal. 


DIE BURGER went to talk with the Southwest's territorial force senior specialist 
on land mines, explosives and arms and aleo with an officer of the engineering 
corps with a lot of experience on land eines. 


The senior officer told wa: “Af far ae we in the armed forces are concerned, land 
mines are just 4 nuisance.” 


"The South African Army and the Southwest's territorial force's sine-resist ing 
vehicles are by far the best in the world and are internationally regarded as such. 
Even the Rhodesians had not developed their vehicles nearly as mine resistant as 
ours. In their war they had to cope with emaller land eines and usually with just 
one at 4 time, while the SWAPO terrorists sometimes set three of them together. 


“Even the UN Transitional Force which @ust come here to asintain peace during a 
UN-sponsored election, indicated that it will be depending on us for sine-resist ing 
vehicles. 


"If a soldier tightens the security belt around hie in the sine vehicle nothing can 
happen to him, at the most he will get an earache from the explosion and perhaps 4 














couple of bruises. Usually the vehicle will lose just 4 wheel or an axle, oF a 
gearbox which we replace in an inetant and then the vehicle is ready to be driven 
again, 


"But then . ‘ines are not aimed primarily at the security forces. Rather this 
is a method of intimidating the population, Most land mines are planted on emali 
country roads and not on the main roads. The security forces do hot use the 
amaller roads; only the inhabitants of corrale travel there with their vehicles. 
When the security forces are on patrol there they do eo on foot.” 


A very emall percentage of the total number of deathe due to land mines does not 
represent casualties among the local black population. 


Nearly half of the land mines planted by terrorists are found by the engineering 
corps and rendered harmless. 


About 30 percent of the land gines which are found are pointed out to use by sembere 
of the local population. The motivation for this comes in part from the | ,000 
rand which they get as 4 reward for thie and in part from the dislike of the 
terrorists’ practice of violence and especially the use of land mines. 


The security forces also have mechanical mine detectors. The detectors mounted 
on the vehicles are so effective that, for example, at 15 km/h a little piece of 
wire only 2 cm long was detected underground. 


There are also mine detectors which are hand carried by the engineer corpse soldiers 
and according to the engineer corps officer a soldier equipped with such a detector 
can maintain a speed of 7 km/h on foot. ‘!though the main roads are regularly 
“ewept” of land gines, it is attempting to vo the impossible to try to sine-sweep 
the hundreds of side roads and two-track pathe in the great Ovambo. 


The road between Oshakati and Oshivello is the only tarred road in the Southwest on 
which mines have been planted by the terrorists. Mines on the tarred road, however, 
are few. These mines are relatively easy to detect, because the terrorists must 
cut through a hole in the asphalt before planting the gine there. 


it is easy for the engineering corps soldier to spot 4 planted mine, because after 
a couple of days he gets to know the road like the back of his hand and Se can 
spot any newly disturbed surfaces. Thus tar only five vehicles have triggered 
‘and @ines on the tarred road--all of thee before the road was svept. 


According to mine experts, driving fast in the hope that you giss the explosion 
unter your wheel does not help. The explosive’s combustion takes place at 4 rate 
fast.* than 8,000 meters per second. It is better to drive slower and to prevent 
the vehicle from flying off the road after the explosion and overturning. The 
only times that soldiers in anti-gine vehicles did indeed get hurt were when they 
were driving too fast and after an explosion the vehicle ran off the road and 
turned over. 


Of course the use of land mines in the terrorist war has seriously disturbed the 
social pattern in Ovambo and Kackoland where land mines are now being encountered. 
Yet the population has now learned to live with the probies. 
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The black inhabitants have obviously decided that life must go on despite the “death 
on the road” and they move about rather freely coneidering the situation. The 
feeling that one gets in Ovambo is that the value of life, after 15 years of war, is 
no longer considered to be very high and the inhabitants regard fatal land eines 
explosions very philosophically, 


The people tasked with combating the danger of land mines are the soldiers of the 
engineer corpse. They are completely blase when somebody talke about thie to them, 
however, the officer with whom DIE BURGER talked conceded with 4 arin that “you 
feel very apprehensive” when you dig out a live mine and render it haraless. 


When a mine is detected, everybody except the engineer corpse soldier moves away 

from the place. The soldier figures exactly where the mine's center point is 
located, then lays down on his stomach and scrapes the ground gently with hie hands. 
He is not supposed to Lift owt the sine, because very often an antilifting mechanies 
is coupled to the underside of the mine which causes it to explode if it is lifted 
and in other instances an untriggered handgrenade is placed under it and this explodes 
ae the mine is lifted. 


The soldier then fastens 4 rope loop to the mine, then moves away and pulle the 
mine out of the hole. If an antilifting sechanies has been placed on it, the mine 
explodes, otherwise the soldier waite 4 while and then renders it harmless. 


There have been several instances when the terrorists themselves have been blown up 
as they were laying the @ines. The reason for this is probably poor training, 
awkwardness or defective and obsolete equipment which they are forced to use 
sometimes. 


The Russian TM46-mine with 5.3 ke of explosive and the Yugoslav TMA}-mine with 
6.5 ke of explosive material have thus far been the gost popular mines among the 
terrorists.

On Thureday 4 high powered government team led by Prime Minister Otema Aillimadi, 
Major-General Tito Okello, the minister of labour, Mr A. Butele and the minister 
of supplies, Dr Moses Apiliga, visited the district to assess the gravity of the 
situation. 


Prom River Ayugi up to Deipi, ten giles apart, 411 houses have been burnt and 
over 100 people have been estimated dead. Also from Deiapi to Pakele ali houses 
have been burnt and the people have rum away, their property including cattle 
have been looted. 


On speaking to Father Gale of Pakele gission he said, “As you can see for your- 
self there are over 2500 women and children here. They are without clothes and 
food, and since they are gany some have to sleep under those trees.” 


From Pakele to Ajumani, a distance of four miles, things looked normal. Wo 
houses burnt although gost of the inhabitants there had run away. 
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hut from Ajumni to Lalepi ferry every house wae burnt and physically knocked 
down and most of the people whe had been Living there have fun to Ajumani sis- 
sion of to Sudan, 


Over 5000 people are staying at the Ajumani @iesion and they are suffering the 
same hareh conditions as their counterparts in Pakele. They, however, have only 
one advantage over the Pakele refugees because of the availability of water at 
Ajumani. 


lt may be recalled that ex-Amin soldiers attacked Yumbe, Koboko and Arua towne 
on October 6 last year. Two daye later, wounded UNLA soldiers arrived in Moyo 
town and told their fellow soldiers about the attack, 


But on October 9, the Amin soldiers invaded the town of Myo until on October 1) 
when reinforcements from the Kitgum militia arrived, However a lot of destruc- 
tion had already taken place. This included the destruction of the house of the 
minister for supplies, Dr Apiliga, and that of hie parents. 


Some casualties including the death of Dr Apiliga'’s brother-in-law were reported. 
At that time aleo civilians who were able to run either took cover siles deep 
inside Uganda but quite a large number went to the Sudan. 


Army unite which were sent to guard both East Madi and West Madi districts have 
been enjoying @aximum cooperation with the civilians until two weeks ago. 


And in hie address to the UNLA soldiers in the area the Commander, Major-General 
Tito Okello who was emotionally touched said, “We fought Amin because Amin was 
killing unnecessarily. We came as liberatore and the guns the soldiers have, the 
clothes and the food you eat was provided by the common men whom you have to 
protect.” 


He added: “That gun given to you gust be used against the enemy and not your 
father who is feeding you. You are 4 national army regardless of your tribe or 
religion...n0 question of revenge.” 


On the same occasion Prime Minister Otema Allimadi pledged government was going 
to do everything possible to stop the people's suffering. 


"We shall give immediate assistance in form of food, gedicine, blankets and 
people's resettlement in the whole district.” 


Commenting on the situation the minister of supplies, Dr Moses Apiliga said, 
“We came here and did evervthing possible not only to stop the suffering of the 
people but to improve their social wellbeing.” 


"When I see the kind of destruction anywhere in the country I feel this can't 
be accepted.” 


He commended the Major-General and the Prime Minister for their courage they 
took to visit the areas affected and hoped the measures taken by the government 
to advance some relief supplies will be effected.

Obalanga received one down pour. Generally Soroti District had received

The deputy mi...st waid he was taking up action with the security officials to 
stave off the imm..ent threat of attack. 


Etonu urged women leaders in the constituency to plan a mobilisation strategy 
which should stem from parish to national level.

[Text] At first sight gost of the readers of thie article will have feelings of 
doubt as to whether the writer really meant to write about Agriculture in what 
has been taken for granted by almost a1] Ugandane a6 4 semi-arid or completely 
arid north-easterm Provinces of Uganda. 


1, however, endeavour to put right all those who, over the years, have got the 
facts wrong either due to deep set biases or sisinformation from geography 
authors who have also been led to believe that Karamoja Province is an unproduc- 
tive desert area within the Pearl of Africa, without getting there on 4 tour or 
which to base their writings. 


Climatically thie part of the country hase 4a monomodal rainfall regime in most of 
ite area with an extensive dry season. [as published! The rainfall in Karamoia 
varies greatiy from north to south which ise quite 4 distance apart. 


Namasiu in the south has rainfall records exceeding rainfall records for towns 
like Tororo in eastern Uganda and yet the latter is not described as arid or sem’ 
arid. The same applies to Karenga/RKidepo area in the extreme north where Seav 
rainfall is experienced up to 4 leneth of seven gonthe from March to October, 


The same rainfall variation rangee from east to weet whereby the Labwor Count’ 
around the Abis hae orographic rains for up to nine @onthe every vear, 


The eastern end of Karamoia is rather dry and ite dryness may have been used t: 
deactibe Karamoia 46 4 semi-desert ofr desert area. No doubt, Karamoia has the 
driest climate ever recorded in Uganda. 


The soils of Karamoja range from deep biack cotton soils, volcanic soi's in th. 
Labwor hill area, red laterites in Namaaiu and poor rocky soils around \mudat 
Karenga aiseo has red iaterites which are very fertile. 


Due to the monomodal rainfall in !aramoijia, the soils have the ability to retain 
their fertility more than the heavily watered soils around the iake basine, whic! 
are in essence heavily leached. 


The fertility of the soile and the rainfall are the essentiais of Agriculture. 
(I won'’t write anything to express the validity of cattle keeping as one aspect 
of Karamoia Agricuiture ae thie is accepted by a11 Ugandane ase part of life of 
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the Karamojong.) Mine in this article is to impress on the minds of ali my 
readers the validity of crep production in Karamoja which has been described 
ae a desert and therefore 4 wastedand, 


The practicability of crop production in this part of our country has been 
appreciated for quite a time now, Namaalu Prison farm has always been mentioned 
in agricultural circles as a very productive centre, until during the liberation 
war when it was thoroughly looted that its prominence in agriculture faded, 


The Namaalu Kenaf project had been set up to produce kenaf in Karamoja. The 
Protectorate Government had all along had an agricultural office in Moroto to 
eater for Karamoja Agriculture, let alone the Veterinary Office to cater for 
animal production. 


in the early 19708 Christian Aid (UK) noting the productivity of thie area set 
aside some money to develop 4 seeds scheme for Karamoja. Today thie project has 
emerged through aii the hard daye of the 19708 and hopes to be fully fledged in 
Karamoja seed production. 


These have to be drought resistant seeds mainly cereals--sorghum, buirush millet 
and maize. Legumes e.g. groundnuts and cowpeas have a bright future in Karamoja 
through research done by Karamoja Agricultural project the mother organ of the 
Karamoja seeds echeme, both under the Church of Uganda. 


The recognition of Karamoja Agriculture is emphasized by the recent EEC/WFP/ 
LWP involvement characterized by the signing of a 2im/- project to be based in 
Moroto to be used for agricultural development. 


The basic needs for agricultural production are thus available. it is now the 
duty of the department of agriculture to make use of the available resources 
availed through Relief Agencies to promote production in combating the famine 
that has been raging for several years now. 


We in the Karamojia seeds Scheme promise to play our part to the best of our 
ability to distribute the seeds from our fields and those of our contract grovw- 
ere and the implements so far donated through our organ to promote Karamoja 
Agriculture. 


The donation of four tractor unite to the seed sultiplication division of our 
scheme by the World Council of Churches is a great help which, if used effec- 
tively would help to save us from seed importations as we believe Karamoja can 
produce enough seeds for ite use.
